Tr will be revolleoted that aeveral months 
ago the China Mail contained a long 
account of a melancholy occurrence which 
took: place while -the es yrs 1D. 
was voyaging from Hongkong. to Singa- 
pore aad wiih resulted in the death of 
a bravo young midshipmen and two able 

Our 
account, whioh we obtained’ through a

Mr Wann Hunz,—I. have read the article 
to which the question of the-hon- gentleman 
refers, but tam unable ‘at the present 
moment—vithor—to-confirm-or. to contradict 
the facts sot forth in it, Iam sorry, how- 
ever, to say’ that itis correct in the main 
fact that an unfortunate loss of life occurred 
on the oocasion to which it alludes.

When 
clear of tho Hainan Straits the course is 
nearly a straight one, and thore are no dan- 
gers, About “30 miles from Pakhoi .the 
Jelands Chayune aud Wychow are capital 
land-marks, and soon after passing them 
Quontow Hood is sighted. This Head is 
. the point of the promontory at the western 
_ endof the bay.on which Pakhoi is situated, 
‘and is distant shout 3 miles from the town. 
The Horbour is very ‘easy of access, has 
first-rate, holding ground and is perfeotly 
"-snfe—ships being able to ride ‘casily in 
any wonther. The: anchorage is off. the 
‘western auburbs of the town, and is distant, 
about 1} miles from the business portion of 
. the town, which is nearly at the eastern 
extremity. ‘Tho depth of water is.5 fathoms, 
_and ‘the rise oid fall of ordinary tides is 
16 feat, The beach is sandy with a. very. 
gradual slope, and there are no jetties. 
Small vessels and large boats are loaded and 
@ischarged'in a oresk which is dry ot low 
water. . This oreek runs into the sea at the 
eastern end of. the town, and extends ‘in a 
westerly direction, 60 that: part of ‘the town 
is built upon whet mey be'odlled & narrow 
spit between, tho creek and the sea. 
The town as seen from the enchorage is 
situated upon slightly undulating ground, 
with clumps of treos in the ‘back-ground, 
. and has a very pleasing appearance, One 
Customs Official who hes beon ‘stationed at 
Hoihow since it was opened, Was 60 gratified 
at the appearance of the place that he almost 
danced a hornpipe upon bie head at ‘the 
thought of his days of ‘' mudlarking” having 
come toan end. For myself I. was agrec- 
ably disappointed to find that it had o larger 
and more imposing appearance than I was 
Jed to expect, but ot the same time if must 
be confessed that thore ie not that look of 
business about tho place which its reputation 
among the Chinese naturally leads one to 
expeoti The streets aro similar to thos of 
most Chinese cities, and the’ houses appear 
to be more solidly built than those of Hong- 
kong, The Honge aro larger, and have o 
uch more gomfortable look than any I have 
seen in Hongkong, which is probably the re- 
sult of land here not being #0 valuable, 
‘What the oupabilities of the port may be 
for business it is quite impossible to say, but 
that it isa muoh more important place, even 
now, than Hothow or the ports in Formosa, 
"is unquestionable, It “has been referred. to 
- aa the Canton of the South. What it may 
bo in the future it is impossible to soy, but 
the actual facts ecarcely warrant such an 
appellation, and it is ‘very doubtial if the 
Creek is suificiontly lorge, at least os: it at 
" present exists, to permit of a very extensive 
trade being done. With European improve- 
ments the, adcommodation afforded by the: 
Crock could be largely increased, and Docks 
‘oan always be constructed at any plice hav- 
"ing such a great riso and fall of tides as 
Pakhoi, but ot present: these are not re- 
quired. Tho principal artioles of export are 
Ground Nut Oiland Cake, Indigo and Sugar. 
In imports, besides, the usual European arti- 
clos.imported into Hongkong, from which it 
dérives nearly the whole of its supplies, Cot- 
ton forms the principal item. ; 
For the Custom: House a large building 
has, been rented at the mouth of the Creek in 
the very best situation possible.; A China- 
man from Hoihow has also raised his sign- 
’ hoard “ Ships’ Comprador and Bakery,” aud 
.Tnoticed a boat load of Linen leaving the 
ship to be, washed by « Hongkong -man. 
° As neatly the whole of the trade of Pak- 
hoi must pass through the Straits of Hainan,

THE LATEST ABOUT HONGKONG. 
” (Communicated. ) 

I have often thought that those who 
wtite books for the information of the 
publia are in duty bound to state facta and 
not draw on their imagination. A fow 
notes from ‘The. Cruise: of H.ML8, Chal- 
lenger,” by Mr W. J. J. Spry, B.N., where 
reference is made to Hongkong, may not be 
without interest to some of your readers, 
and will show them the want of ordinary 
care in gathering {aformation ‘concerning 
our '* tight little Tale.” 

The Challenger artived: in Hongkong on 
the 16th of November 1674, after = short 
vin from Manila, ‘Not more than half-a 
century has elapsed sinco England took 
possession of this island, at which time it 
was little less than a bare uninvitiog rock, 
affording-a haunt and home for pirates 
and desperadoes, who were the tortor of 
these seas,” It is not quite half century 
since 1841, when the British fleg was raised 
on Possession Point, We are again told 
that Victoria Peak is 1,200 feet above the 
level of the sea, while I seo from obarts of 
tonghong that it is 1,770 feet above the 
sea level. “Up evory alley, and ja’ every 
street, we seo crowds of. little yellow faces, 
and atunble agalost the brokers or mer- 
chante hurrying on to their business, clad 
in the universal blue jean jumper ‘and 
trowsors, cotton socks, and shoes of worked 
silk, with thick wood soles.” “Again, “The 
restaurants, grog-shops,. tea-houses and 
gambling saloons are very numerous, and 
under “strict surveillance of the Pollee.” 


This is too bad, to give to the world that | 


gambling houses ‘are under the superin- 
tendence, surveyorship or inspection of our 
Police,—when, if I remember aright, the 
lon, O. G. Smith and the Captain Superin- 
tendent of Police receive $100. monthly 
for putting down gambling in tho Colony. 
‘That the reference to gambling houses in 
Hongkong is no alip of the pen of Mr 
Spry, 1 may give another quotation from 
the same notice. | ;

240 miles, due east of Cairns, on whioh are’ 
guano deposits’ worked by the firm. In 
order to obtain a favorable. wind, the 
schooner made’ her way back as far. as 
Flindera Passage, anchoring for a short time 
under Dunk Island, near Cardwell. . While 
lying there.two aboriginal came offin a 
conoe, and.after some hesitation camé on 
board: They were givon pipes, tobacco, &e., 
made to understand that they were: wanted 
to goewith the vessol, and told that more | 
were wanted: ° Accordingly they left in their 
cauoe and returned with two more, who

Nothing worthy -of note occurred on- the 
voyage, and the Douglas arrived at Chilcot 
on the Sth February, This is a small island 
about a mile and’e half long by a mile 
broad, frequented by myriads of sea birds 
who. form the guano doposits, but containing 
no water, Another islet lies at a few miles 
distancé, but no other landisin sight, A 
hut had been built on Chiloot furnished 
with a tank of water and rations, and ar- 
Tangements made for the regular working of 
the deposits, When the Douglas arrived, 
the Alecandra, brig, was lying there half- 
loaded with guano, and Mr, Beaver,- finding 
that he had not enough colored labor to 
soreen tho guano quickly, determined to 
sail by the Alexandra for the Dairtreo Rivor 
and {ill up there with codar, Accordingly 
on the morning of the, 16th the Alexandra 
sailed, but before going most of the arma on 
the Douglae wore transferred to her,—the 
blacks observing the transfer.

plunged into the sea and swam off to the 
gohooner: ! 

On’ board all was quiet}: the white mon 
wore all asleep, “Perhaps the third ‘black 
was awake, and watching for his comrades, 
One can almost fanoy him straining to pierce 
the darkness, and listening for some faint. 
sounds from shore to indicate the success of 
their plot, Be that as it may, the two 
murderers got un board without oxoiting 
alarm, ot waking the’ sléepors. Of these 
two men, Troy and Shaw, lay on deck, and 
the. latter, fortunately for himself, had 
guarded ‘against the threatened rain by 
wrapping a Hour bag round his shoulders, 
and was also covered by a rug.
